To tho Citizens 
of Sierra Madre: 

To those of us who have 
lived long in this city it is 
apparent that something is 
happening in more ways than 
one. Due to changing owner¬ 
ships we are losing businesses 
that have been the heart and 
core of our community for 
years. Changing rent pat¬ 
terns are forcing others to 
leave. Property in various 
parts of the city is run down. 
Worst of all, perhaps, is the 
increase in crime. The recent 
wanton vandalism of the Toy 
Loan Center is a painful ex¬ 
ample. Another, more vicious 
type of crime was committed 
just a few days ago, when a 
prominent citizen was brutal¬ 
ly assaulted in her home, 
beaten, kicked and then rob¬ 
bed. These things cannot be 
tolerated in Sierra Madre. 

When a community decays 
it is usually due to three 
things . . . indifference, pre¬ 
occupation with our personal 
affairs or attention given to 
something not of our com¬ 


munity. We are all guilty at 
times of the first two, but in 
the third we have an example 
of effort on something that 
has nothing to do with the 
well-being of our city. I am 
referring to the Rose Float 
project in our town each year. 

The Pasadena Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses is a beauti¬ 
ful thing, the only one of its 
kind in the world, but it 
still is what it was originally, 
an advertisement of Pasa¬ 
dena. There is nothing wrong 
in that. It has, because it 
is essentially a competitive 
affair, grown larger and more 
costly each year. Large cor¬ 
porations now pay up to and 
over $100,000 for two short 
hours of parade. It is an ex¬ 
travaganza and it becomes 
more extravagant each year, 
a tough situation to be met 
by a small community. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
needs the experience, skills 
and expertise of the Rose 
Float Association far more 
than does the Tournament of 
Roses. Our library can al¬ 
ways use help, likewise the 
hospital, our park system, 
our wonderful volunteer fire 
department, the rescue team 
and the paramedic group. In 
a year or so the law will re¬ 
quire that the present ambu 
quire that the present ambu¬ 
lance be replaced. A most 
worthy starting point. Other 
projects might include a citi¬ 
zens’ patrol as an adjunct to 
ContInuRd Right 
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our police department. Re¬ 
tired or'semi-retired citizens 
could spend a few hours each 
week teaching young people 
useful trades. There are many 
other things that could be 
done, and we would have the 
satisfaction of being inde¬ 
pendent and on our own. 

The suggestions here will 
bring on disbelief, anger and 
perhaps viturperation, but 
they are made honestly and 
only after much study and 
consultation with others who 
feel as I. It is suggested that 
the Float Committee phase 
out entirely the float idea and 
rename itself The Committee 
for the Betterment of Sierra, 


Madre, make itself the center 
and core of all smaller com¬ 
mittees so that problems could 
be studied, analyzed and acted 
on with concerted effort. I 
cannot help but ponder on 
what we could do if we put 
the expense of our float plus 
the volunteer labor on our 
downtown area alone. A great 
change could be made with 
$14,000 in cash and perhaps 
1000 hours of work. 

What better time to initi¬ 
ate this self-help program than 
our Centennial Year. We 
need united effort and this 
is the time to start.

If the items can be washed, and you want to do them your¬ 
self—these suggestions will be helpful to you. 

1. Measure them carefully. 

2. Remove bottons or other trims that washing may harm. 

3. ■ Soak in soft, cool water. 

4. Wash by hand using mild soap which will lather well in 
water not more than 100 °F. 

Rinse in clean, soft water 5 or 6 times to remove all soap. 
Oently squeeze out excess water and stretch to correct 
dimensions and allow to dry. 

Press carefully and the item is ready to wear.

Perhaps one of the best- 
known and loved of the Pas¬ 
sionist priests was Father 
Henry, the almost legendary 


"Padre Enrico” who dedi¬ 
cated his life to aiding the 
poor, particularly children, of 
Baja California. 

Established in Italy in 1759, 
the Passionists have been a 
part of the Catholic com¬ 
munity in the United States 
since 1852. The “sign” of the 
Passionists, seen in a vision 
by the founder, St. Paul of 
the Cross, includes a heart 
with the words “Jesu XPl 
Passio,” Jesus Christ Suffer¬ 
ing, to remind the faithful of 
Christ’s passion and death. 

The Passionists are dedi¬ 
cated to share with others, 
lives of prayer, penance and 
solitude. It is from this credo 
that retreats for laymen were 
developed and continue to be 
such an important dmphasis 
of their ministry. 

Passionists from the West¬ 
ern U.S., Holy Cross Pro¬ 
vince, were called to Sierra 
Madre in 1923 to assist the 
parish of St. Rita, where they 
were to remain in charge 
until 1951. In 1924 they pur¬ 
chased Monte Oliva, the 
Wilson estate on North Sun- 
nyside and the new founda¬ 
tion named “Mater Dolorosa 
Retreat” settled in the old 
ranch home. 

The first layman’s retreat 
was held outdoors in 1926 
and came to be known as 
“The Retreat Under the Rub¬ 
ber Tree.” The present mon¬ 


astery was built in 1932, and 
for a time during World War 
II, was used as a U.S. Army 
Recuperation Hospital. With 
the growth of the retreat pro¬ 
gram, it became necessary to 
enlarge the facilities and in 
1950 the New Retreat House 
was completed. 

In the many years since 
the first outdoor retreat, 
thousands of men have been 
able to profit spiritually by 
removing themselves for a 
short time from the distrac¬ 
tions and tensions of life to 
a place where they may medi¬ 
tate in quiet and renew their 
lives. 

Since the cost of layman’s 
retreats has been and will 
continue to be nominal so 
that no man may be denied 
the experience, a major fund¬ 
raising event was established 
in 1948. 

“This year will be the 33rd 
year of the Family Fiesta, 
proceeds from which tradi¬ 
tionally have gone to meet 
expenses of the retreats. Al¬ 
ways held on the fourth Sun¬ 
day of June, this year’s date 
will be June 28, time: 11 
a.m. to 7 p.m. 

After this one day of noisy, 
joyous festivities. Mater 
Dolorosa Retreat will settle 
back to its accustomed sche¬ 
dules and continue to wel¬ 
come those seeking time 
apart.

home and that yellow stick¬ 
ers decorate the electrical 
boxes. 

LeFever says PCB capa¬ 
citors are presently marked 
in accordance with guidelines 
promulgated by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency. 
‘‘This provides sufficient 
notification and precaution¬ 
ary warnings to individuals 
responding to a capacitor 
failure and/or PCB spill.” 

LeFever added that placing 
signs on all utility poles that 
support PCB capacitors would 
“neither be in the interest of 
Edison nor residents of the 
city. ” He believes such signs 
would single out PCB capaci¬ 
tors as targets for vandalism.
